Approval as a Driver Education Correspondence School for
Home Instruction in Virginia

Section 22.1-205 of the Code of Virginia and the Requlations Governing Driver Education at
8VAC20-340-10 et seq. govern the approval of correspondence courses for driver
education programs in Virginia.

If a driver education correspondence school wishes to have its program reviewed for
approval by the Virginia Department of Education, it must submit for review:

The Affidavit.

Information regarding its accreditation status.

Copies of any required application forms and enrollment agreements.
Descriptions of the programs/courses offered.

A statement of ownership/control of the school.

A description of the methods used to evaluate students’ work.

A schedule of tuition and fees.

Verification of approval or exemption from regulation from the appropriate
government agency in its state of domicile.

A complete syllabus.

e The name and publisher of the textbook required.

e An estimate of the minimum amount of time (in hours) required to complete the
course.

In addition, the department may request additional information if necessary. The Affidavit
and the regulation are located on the Parent Page under Home Instruction.
